Dr. George B. Butler, pastor of 
the First Baptist church, has been 
elected president of the 
Texas

fled his acceptance of the impor 
tent position. This announcement, 
which was made with the authori­ 
ty of the board of directors yester­ 
day morning, gives entire and gen 
eral satisfaction to the people of 
Bryan and will also be 
receiv­ 
ed with equal pleasure and gratifi­ 
cation by the friends of the new 
jcollege throughout the state. 
In 
I this connection it is proper to say 
’that Dr. Butler’s election followed 
the reoeipt of a telegram from Dr. 
A. E. Booth of Huntingdon, Tenn., 
recently elected to the position, 
stating that he had accepted tne 
place, but was subsequently una­ 
ble to secure his release from a 
contract 
with 
the 
trustees 
of 
Huntingdon University of which 
he is president, and for this rea­ 
son he was unable to come to 
Bryan. 
l)r. George Byron Butler is a 
native of Lawrence county, Miss , 
and 36 years old. 
He was educa­ 
ted at Mississippi College, Clinton, 
Miss., and the Southern Baptist 
Theological Seminary of Louis­ 
ville, Ky. 
He taught school and 
preached before his education was 
completed, and began his regular 
work as a pastor eleven years ago. 
He served a number of the im port­ 
ant churches in his native state 
coming to Bryan two years ago 
from Natchez, where he resigned 
the care of the First Baptist church 
to accept the pastorate of the 
Bryan church. 
Dr. Butler’s work in this com­ 
munity has been truly wonderful 
and stamps him as a man of su­ 
perior intellect, energy and execu­ 
tive force. While he has enjoyed the 
undivided sympathy and assist­ 
ance of his people, and the cordial 
and hearty encouragement of the 
whole community, his has been the 
master hand, the directing force 
in building the magnificent new 
Baptist church, launching theTex- 
as Woman’s College, and at the 
same time carrying forward a great 
spirtual work that has not only 
been felt in this community and 
the Bryan Baptist Association, but 
in a number of the cities of the 
state where he has been from time 
to time engaged in revival work. 
The Texas Woman’s College move­ 
ment has chrystalized about him 
and he is familiar with every detail 
of its inception and progress to 
this date. 
As the Eagle has re­ 
marked before he has lived and 
moved with the inspiration of the 
great enterprise. His election there­ 
fore is a most happy conclusion, 
and one which inspires the utmost 
confidence in the present success 
and future development of the 
school. 
The Eagle congratulates 
the board of directors on the wig 
dom of their choice. 
Dr. Butler, being relieved of all 
field work for the school by the 
financial secretary, except such as 
he shall do voluntarily as opportu­ 
nity occurs, will continue to serve 
the First Baptist church as pastor. 
Rev B. B. Hall, the financial 
secretary of the college, who has 
been expected for several days, 
arrived yesterday from Dayton, 
Washington state, where he re­ 
igned as pastor of the First Bap­ 
tist church, to accept the field 
work of the Texas Woman’s Col­ 
lege. 
Rev. Hall was born and 
reared in Missisippi, but lived 
nine years in Texas being engaged 
in the practice of law at Marshall. 
Giving up law for the m inistry, 
he graduated last May from the 
Southern Baptist Theological Sem­ 
inary at Louisville, Ky., with the 
highest degree conferred by that 
institution, that of Master of The­ 
ology. 
Rev. H all has a large ac. 
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.a in Texas and brings to 
l^ork a thorough knowl­ 
edge of the people, customs, insti­ 
tutions and resources of the state. 
He will enter upon his work im­ 
mediately.

A lthough the m in istry has not 
yet taken definite action, It Is said in 
th e highest q u arte rs th a t P rem ier Rou 
v ier undoubtedly will

V enezuela disavow her offensive action 
and adopt a course conform able w ith 
th e usual courtesies in diplom atic in ­ 
tercourse. 
T he V enezuelan a u th o ritie s are now 
seeking to show th eir action w as d i­ 
rected ag ain st M. T algny 
personally 
and not ag ain st the F rench 
govern­ 
m ent, Slit officials here do not accept 
th® distinction betw een M. T algny In a 
personal and official capacity. 
He has 
high standing a t the 
foreign 
office, 
w here he recently served, and there is 
no intention here to perm it Venezuela 
to m ake a scapegoat of him. 
An official directly 
w ith 
handling 
V enezuelan questions 
explained 
the 
general sta tu s of the 
controversy as 
follows: 
V enezuela supports the clos­ 
ing of the F rench Cable com pany's in ­ 
land sta tio n s on the ground of the de­ 
cision 
of 
the 
V enezuelan 
courts. 
F ran ce does not question the general 
rig h t of the courts, but m ain tain s th at 
the decision of the

contained 
nothing 
authorizing 
the 
executive 
branch to seize and sh u t up cable s ta ­ 
tions. 
M oreover, only

sh u ttin g up the Inland stations Vene­ 
zuela gave assurances
